Your 
scissor blades should pass between the 
two cardboard rings. Next take a length 
of yarn and pass it between the two 
cardboard rings. Pull tight and tie in a 
double knot. Slide the card rings off the 
yarn. Fluff up your pompom and neaten 
any stray ends with scissors. 



MAKING UP 

Join the cast-on edge of the shorter piece 
to the side of the longer piece using 
mattress stitch so the work creates an 
L-shape. Attach the pompoms securely 
to the pointed ends. Sew the buttons 
securely in position corresponding to the 
buttonholes. Weave in your ends to finish.

This is usuaiiy the starting point for crochet. Make a siip knot. Insert the hook through the loop in 
the knot. Wrap the yarn around the hook to make a yarn-over. Draw the yarn through the loop to 
make your first chain. Continue in this way until you have the number of stitches you need. 




Double crochet (dc) [single crochet (sc) in US]

Next row: Kl , [k2tog, kl ] to end of row. 1 7 
(19: 21) sts. 

Next row: Kl , [k2tog] to end of row. 9(10: 

11) sts. 



Cut yarn leaving long end, thread through 
rem sts, pull up tightly and secure firmly. 

LACE FLOWER 

With 2.7Smm needles, cast on 49 sts. 
Row1:(WS)P. 

Row 2: Kl , * yfwd, kl , si 1 , k2tog, psso, kl , 
yfwd, kl; rep from * to end of row. 

Rep last 2 rows twice more. 

Next row: P. 

Next row: [P2tog] to last st, pi . 25 sts. 

Next row: [K2tog] to last st, kl . 1 3 sts. 

Cut yarn, thread through rem sts, pull up 
tightly and secure firmly. 

TO FINISH 

Sew hat seam. 

Sew flower seam. 

Weave in any yarn ends. 

Attach flower securely to hat, stitching on 
button through the centre of the flower and 
through the hat.

CAST ON - THUMB METHOD 

■ USE THIS FOR AN EXTRA-STRETCHY EDGE 




Make a slipknot with a long tall of Loop the tail end of the yam around 

2.5cm or 1 1n per stitch that the pattern your left thumb, and slide the needle 
asks you to cast on. tip into this loop. 



MAKE A SLIPKNOT 

■ START ALL KNITTING PROJECTS WITH THIS EASY KNOT 




Twist the yarn into 3 loop, and form a 
second loop of yarn to pull through the 
first one. 



Tighten the first loop into a knot around 
the second. This will now be your first 
cast on stitch. 




Wrap the ball end of the yam 
anticlockwise around the needle. Push 
the needle through the loop. 




Slide the loop off your thumb and 
tighten both ends. Repeat steps 2-4 for 
each stitch. 



CAST ON - TWO NEEDLE METHOD 

■ USE THIS FOR A STRONG, HARD-WEARING EDGE 




With the slipknot on your left needle, 
insert the right needle from front to 
back of the loop. 




Wrap the ball end of the yam 
anticlockwise around the right needle. 
Pull this through the loop. 




Insert the left needle tip through the 
front of this new loop, dropping it off the 
right needle. 




Repeat steps 1 -3 as needed, forming 
new stitches from the top stitch on the 
left needle. 



CAST OFF 

■ WHAT TO DO WHEN YOU’VE REACHED THE END 




To begin, knit only the first two stitches Push the left needle through the first With one stitch now on the right 

in the cast off row. stitch. Lift it over the second stitch and needle, knit another stitch and repeat 



off the right needle. step 2 until row end. 




Cut the yarn with a din or 15cm tail, 
and pull the tail through the final cast 
off stitch. 
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PURL ■ A KNIT STITCH ON THE OTHER SIDE 



Ease the stitch off the left needle, 
keeping the new stitch on the right 
needle. Repeat steps 1-4.
